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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following  terms 
and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  "Company",  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the  American 
Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  a 
single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  numbered  item  in  the 
catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered  item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot" 
then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is 
merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the  previous  bid,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auc- 
tioneer, in  his  discretion,  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  in- 
juriously. 

6.  The  name  and  address  of  the  buyer  of  each  article,  or  lot,  shall  be  given  to  the  Company 
immediately  following  the  sale  thereof,  and  payment  of  the  whole  purchase  price,  or  such 
part  thereof  as  the  Company  may  require,  shall  be  immediately  made  by  the  purchaser  thereof. 
If  the  foregoing  condition,  or  any  other  applicable  condition  herein,  is  not  complied  with,  the 
sale  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Company,  be  cancelled,  and  the  article,  or  lot,  reoffered  for  sale. 

7.  Unless  the  sale  is  advertised  and  announced  as  an  unrestricted  sale,  or  a  sale  without  re- 
serve, consignors  reserve  the  right  to  bid. 

8.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  title  will  pass  to  the  highest  bidder  upon  the  fall  of 
the  auctioneer's  hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchaser's  sole  risk  and 
responsibility. 

9.  Articles  sold  and  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  taken  by  noon  of  the  day  following  the  sale 
may  be  turned  over  by  the  Company  to  a  carrier  to  be  delivered  to  a  storehouse  for  the  ac- 
count and  risk  of  the  purchaser,  and  at  his  cost.  If  the  purchase  price  has  not  been  so  paid 
in  full,  the  Company  may  either  cancel  the  sale,  and  any  partial  payment  already  made 
shall  thereupon  be  forfeited  as  liquidated  damages,  or  it  may  resell  the  same,  without  notice 
to  the  buyer  and  for  his  account  and  risk,  and  hold  him  responsible  for  any  deficiency. 
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10.  If  for  any  cause  whatsoever  any  article  sold  cannot  be  delivered,  or  cannot  be  delivered 
in  as  good  condition  as  the  same  may  have  been  at  the  time  of  sale,  the  sale  will  be  cancelled, 
and  any  amount  that  may  have  been  paid  on  account  of  the  sale  will  be  returned  to  the 
purchaser. 

1 1.  In  addition  to  the  purchase  price,  the  buyer  will  be  required  to  pay  the  New  York  City 
sales  tax,  unless  the  buyer  is  exempt  from  the  payment  thereof.

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FOREWORD 


THE  appearance  at  public  sale  of  Mr  Herbert  Lawton's  collection 
of  American  furniture,  silver,  paintings,  miniatures,  glass,  and 
ceramics  marks  the  culmination  of  a  long  period  devoted  by  him 
to  the  study  and  appreciation  of  Americana.  It  would  be  presumptuous  for 
us  to  attempt  in  this  foreword  a  discussion  of  Mr  Lawton's  qualifications 
in  the  field;  but  we  may  recall,  for  example,  that  his  great  collection  of 
American  glass,  which  we  were  privileged  to  offer  in  1923,  established  him 
as  a  leading  authority,  and  contributed  largely  to  our  present  knowledge  of 
that  particular  subject. 

With  regard  to  the  present  catalogue,  it  may  be  remarked  that  not  since 
the  dispersal  at  these  Galleries  in  1931  of  Mr  Francis  P.  Garvan's  collec- 
tion have  so  many  important  items  appeared  at  public  sale  in  New  York  at 
one  time.  In  two  respects  the  present  collection  eclipses  all  of  our  previous 
offerings  of  American  antiques:  first,  by  its  comprehensiveness  and,  second, 
by  the  inclusion  of  representative  groups  both  of  Early  American  paintings 
and  of  miniatures.  The  merits  and  historical  importance  of  the  individual 
items  is  discussed  by  us  in  numerous  notes  which  the  reader  will  find  appended 
to  the  descriptions  of  the  objects  themselves;  for  this  reason  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  introduce  here  particular  items  for  discussion,  and  we  give  instead 
merely  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  collection  as  a  whole. 

Taking  first  the  furniture,  which  will  be  offered  in  both  sessions  of  the 
sale,  we  find  a  preponderance  of  New  York  and  New  England  pieces,  in- 
cluding examples  of  the  work  of  outstanding  craftsmen,  such  as  Duncan 
Phyfe,  Job  and  John  Townsend,  John  Goddard,  Aaron  Chapin,  John  Sev- 
mour,  Samuel  Mclntire,  and  the  YVillards,  Simon  and  Aaron.  This  impor- 
tant furniture  is  rendered  the  more  remarkable  by  the  fact  that  nearly  every 
piece  retains  its  old  finish. 

American  portraiture,  which  leaned  so  heavily  on  its  English  origins,  is 
chiefly  interesting  in  its  'primitive'  phase  as  a  historical  record,  and  the 
names  of  Feke,  Smibert,  Dummer,  Johnston,  and  the  like  are  often  of 
less  importance  to  the  collector  than  those  of  the  people  who  sat  for  them. 
With  Copley  and  Stuart,  the  talented  proteges  of  West,  the  art  leapt 


suddenly  into  the  high  rank  attained  by  the  contemporary  crafts;  the  two 
large  portraits  by  Copley  and  the  pair  of  companion  paintings  by  Stuart  are 
evidence  of  a  new  and  independent  objectivity.  The  original  study  of  Ed- 
ward Savage  for  the  Washington  family  group,  which  is  known  in  every 
home  in  America,  should  be  studied  in  connection  with  the  interesting  data 
appended  to  the  description,  and  needs  no  introduction. 

The  first  large  collection  of  American  miniatures  to  appear  at  sale  com- 
prises a  distinctive  group  of  Charleston  worthies  by  James  Peale,  Fraser, 
Vallee,  and  others;  several  early  portraits  of  Washington,  including  Birch's 
celebrated  enamel;  the  Ellen  Sharpless  bust  of  Hamilton;  and  the  charac- 
teristic work  of  Malbone,  Inman,  Field,  Copley,  Walter  Robertson  and 
Ann  Hall — the  most  celebrated  miniaturists  of  the  Colonial  and  Early 
Federal  years. 

The  American  silver,  which  compares  favorably  with  the  splendid  group 
of  pieces  offered  by  us  in  the  Garvan  sale,  is  a  complete  study  in  itself  of 
the  accomplishment  of  American  silversmiths  from  the  earliest  recorded 
period,  the  age  of  the  great  New  York  and  Boston  craftsmen,  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  nineteenth  century.  It  is  noteworthy  that  in  recent  years  their 
work  has  come  to  be  spoken  of  not  in  terms  of  the  functional  character  of 
the  piece,  be  it  teapot  or  tankard,  but  as  an  example  of  the  maker;  so  that 
we  speak  of  a  Burt  or  a  Coney  piece  in  the  sense  that  has  long  identified 
paintings  with  the  names  of  their  painters.  To  mention  a  few,  then,  of  this 
gallery  of  the  great,  we  find  examples  by  Adrian  Bancker,  John  Coney,  John 
Edwards,  Paul  Revere,  John  Burt,  Job  Prince,  and  Andrew  Tyler,  whose 
individual  characteristics  are  as  well  known  to  the  collector  as  those  of  the 
contemporary  portraitists.  A  small  but  exceedingly  choice  group  of  English 
silver  accompanies  the  American  silver  and  includes  examples  dating  from 
the  reign  of  Charles  II,  William  III,  and  the  Georges,  of  a  quality  rarely 
encountered  at  public  sale.

Early  American  glass,  English  ceramics,  and  Oriental  Lowestoft  con- 
stitute the  remainder  of  the  collection,  and  here,  as  with  the  previous  cate- 
gories, we  have  evidence  of  a  fine  discrimination.

Note:  Samuel  Treat  (1750-1806)  was  born  in  Boston  and  held  a  commission 
in  Ward  Four  Company,  Boston  Regiment  of  Militia,  in  1776.  He  served  through 
the  War  of  the  Revolution,  and  a  commission  confirming  his  lieutenancy  was 
signed  by  his  friend  John  Hancock,  March  19,  1789.  After  the  war,  he  was 
stationed  at  Castle  William  in  Boston  Harbor,  where  prisoners  were  confined.  The 
name  of  this  place  was  changed  in  1797  to  Fort  Independence,  at  which  ceremony 
President  Adams  officiated.  Lieutenant  Treat's  third  wife  was  Helena  Melino  de 
St  Pry,  born  1779  and  baptized  two  years  later  when  General  Lafayette  was  her 
sponsor.  When  Lafayette  revisited  Boston  in  1825,  Mrs  Treat  was  a  member  of 
Governor  Eustis'  party  which  received  the  General,  prior  to  the  public  reception 
on  the  occasion  of  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  monument  on  Bunker  Hill.

These  delightful  small  round  teapots  are  prized  above  all  others  produced 
by  Colonial  silversmiths.

The  painting  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  family  of  John  Howland,  the 
historian,  since  1858,  and  was  probably  bought  by  the  first  John  Howland  at  an 
earlier  date  than  this.  Mr  Howland  was  much  interested  in  the  life  of  George 
Washington  (see  Edwin  M.  Stone,  The  Life  and  Recollections  of  John  Howland, 
Late  President  of  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society,  1857).  When  the  picture 
was  purchased  in  1934  from  Mr  Fletcher  Taft  (see  below),  the  editor  of  the 
Lexington  Minute  Man,  Mr  Taft  stated  there  had  been  an  old  label  on  the  back 
which  read :  This  is  a  study  by  Savage  for  his  picture  of  Washington  and  his 
family;  Mrs  Taft's  aunt,  Mrs  Gurney,  who  was  then  about  eighty,  verified  the 
existence  of  this  label,  saying  that  the  handwriting  was  that  of  her  grandfather, 
John  Howland. 

That  this  is  actually  the  preliminary  study  is  substantiated  by  the  fact  that 
on  March  10,  1798,  Savage  published  his  celebrated  print  of  The  Washington 
Family,  and  in  a  letter  which  he  wrote  to  Washington  (now  preserved  in  the  De- 
partment of  State,  Washington)  he  explained  the  differences  between  the  engraving 
and  the  painting  which  was  finished  in  Philadelphia  in  1796  (the  large  painting, 
formerly  owned  by  Thomas  B.  Clarke,  now  in  the  Mellon  collection)  :  ".  .  .  The 
likenesses  of  the  young  people  are  not  much  like  what  they  are  at  present.  The 
Copper-plate  was  begun  and  half  finished  from  the  likenesses  which  I  painted  in 
New  York  in  the  year  1789.  I  could  not  make  the  alterations  in  the  copper  to  make 
it  like  the  painting  which  I  finished  in  Philadelphia  in  the  year  1796  .  .  ."  Morgan 
and  Fielding,  in  The  Life  Portraits  of  Washington  and  Their  Replicas,  193 1, 
p.  184,  write:  "If  Savage  followed  the  usual  custom  of  engravers  he  would  have 
painted  a  picture  the  size  of  the  print  18^"  height,  24^"  length  [measure- 
ments which  correspond  with  those  of  the  present  painting,  and  engraved  a  copper 
therefrom  .  .  .  We  know  that  Savage  began  the  plate  from  the  likenesses  painted 
in  New  York  in  the  year  1789,  and  that  he  had  partly  finished  a  composition  of 
'The  Washington  Family'  of  some  size  whenever  the  copper  was  begun."  This 
must,  then,  be  the  present  picture.  The  stipple  engraving  by  Savage  of  the  Custis 
boy,  an  original  of  which  is  owned  by  the  Worcester  Art  Museum,  is  identical 
with  the  head  of  the  boy  in  this  painting;  the  portrait  of  the  boy  in  the  Mellon 
painting  is  a  straight  profile,  whereas  here  the  head  is  turned  to  half  right,  as  it  is 
in  the  engraving,  and  there  is  no  other  painting  of  the  Custis  child  known  from

which  this  engraving  could  have  been  made.  Further,  a  comparison  of  the  sketch 
with  the  Savage  portrait  of  Washington  painted  in  December,  1789,  for  Harvard 
College  shows  complete  likeness  in  drawing,  color,  and  details  to  this  portrait. 
These  facts,  together  with  the  material  differences  (such  as  the  absence  of  the 
negro  servant,  Billy  Lee)  between  this  sketch  and  the  large  painting,  all  lead  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  present  painting  is  the  earlier  rendition  from  which  the 
engraving  was  made  and  upon  which  the  composition  of  the  larger  painting  is 
based — that  is  to  say,  the  original  group.

the  founder  of  the  McLean  Asylum  at  Waverley,  Mass.,  and  large  benefactor  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  In  1791  he  married  Ann  Amory  (q.v.). 

A  replica  of  the  present  portrait,  at  three-quarter  length,  and  also  painted 
after  the  death  of  the  sitter,  was  in  the  possession  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  at  Boston,  and  is  now  in  the  McLean  Hospital  at  Waverley,  Mass. 
George  C.  Mason,  writing  in  1879  [see  below]  correctly  states  that  the  hospital 
portrait  of  John  McLean  "is  a  three-quarter  length.  A  similar  portrait  also  by 
Stuart  is  owned  by  Dr  George  A.  Bethune  of  Boston ;  the  only  apparent  difference 
being  in  the  size  of  the  pictures.  Dr  Bel /nine's  is  a  half-length."  [our  italics]. 
Lawrence  Park,  recording  the  present  picture  as  No.  539  of  his  work  on  Gilbert 
Stuart  [see  below],  describes  it  erroneously  as  a  three-quarter  length  picture,  appar- 
ently having  taken  the  description  of  the  canvas  from  the  McLean  Hospital 
portrait,  of  which  he  knew  (from  Mason)  that  this  was  a  replica  by  Stuart.  This 
portrait  has  always  accompanied  the  preceding  portrait  of  Ann  Amory  McLean 
and  is  certified  to  be  the  picture  which  lias  "descended  to  me  through  family 
inheritance"  by  Catherine  Amory  Codman  in  a  MS.  note  exhibited  with  the 
paintings.

Lemuel  Cox  (1736-1806),  master  mechanic,  was  born  in  Boston.  One  of  the 
first  of  his  most  prominent  works  was  the  building  of  the  Boston  and  Charlestown 
bridge;  in  1787,  built  the  Essex  bridge  at  Salem;  directed  the  construction  of  the 
great  bridge  at  Waterford,  Ireland,  1793;  inventor  of  a  machine  for  cutting  card- 
wire;  and  the  first  projector  of  a  powder-mill  in  Massachusetts.  For  these  and 
other  discoveries  in  the  mechanic  arts  a  grant  of  a  thousand  acres  in  Maine  was 
made  to  him  by  an  act  of  the  legislature.   He  died  in  Charlestown,  Mass.

Note:  A  window  seat  made  prior  to  1800  is  a  great  rarity,  a  fact  hard  to 
explain  since  other  and  more  elaborate  types  of  seat  furniture  are  abundantly 
found.  Even  the  later  periods  of  chairmaking  in  this  country  are  marked  by  but  a 
few  scant  examples.  The  fact  that  the  present  seat  is  carved  with  the  Prince  of 
Wales  feathers  would  seem  to  indicate  the  existence  in  New  York  at  this  time  of 
a  certain  amount  of  Tory  sympathy.  The  inner  structure  of  the  frame  is  maple  and 
birch  and  denotes  its  American  origin.

The  eagle  head  was  not  carved  on  English 
chairs  after  about  1760;  here  is  evidence  of  its  survival  in  the  colonies  by  at  least 
twenty  years.

The  arms  are  sloped  and  carved  with  plantain,  or  water, 
00  ~~  leaves  and  with  rosette  medallions  at  either  side  of  the  elbow  and  are 
supported  on  balusters  carved  with  leafage,  pointed  leaves,  and 
drapery  swags  on  the  upper  and  lower  sections.  The  four  front  legs 
are  turned,  tapered,  and  reeded;  the  four  rear  legs  are  plain,  square, 
and  canted.

Note:  The  present  sofa  is  considered  unique  in  the  fact  that  the  front  legs 
are  reeded,  whereas  those  of  other  known  similar  examples  are  plain.  An  almost 
identical  sofa  by  this  maker  was  an  outstanding  item  of  the  Francis  P.  Garvan 
sale  (January  193 1).  Another  showing  identical  carving  on  the  back  is  in  the 
Mabel  Brady  Garvan  Collections  at  Yale  University;  another  is  in  the  collection 
of  Mr  Henry  F.  duPont.

Note:  The  three-shell-carved  block-front  pieces  are  generally  regarded  as  the 
highest  expression  of  the  New  England  cabinetmaker's  art.

In  the  present  case,  the 
wood  used  and  the  form  of  the  carved  shell  seem  to  denote  the  work  of  another 
skillful  but  less  generally  known  craftsman,  Aaron  Chapin,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  a 
theory  supported  to  a  certain  extent  by  the  history  of  the  ownership  of  the  piece, 
which  is  given  above.

Note:  Tradition  associates  the  basket  of  flowers  with  McIntire;  in  fact,  if 
we  except  Duncan  Ph>  fe,  no  other  craftsman's  work  is  so  easily  recognized.  That 
which  makes  McIntire  a  more  than  interesting  study  is  the  fact  that  motives 
peculiar  to  him,  i.e.,  the  basket  of  flowers  and  other  realistic  floral  forms  are  no- 
where found  in  English  furniture,  but  directly  derive  from  the  French.

Note:  Job  Townsend  (1699-1765)  was  uncle  to  John  Townsend  and,  with 
his  brother  Christopher,  established  a  cabinet  trade  in  Newport,  R.  I.,  laying  the 
foundation  for  the  town's  high  reputation  in  this  branch  of  industry.  John  God- 
dard,  the  noted  cabinetmaker,  married  Townsend's  daughter,  Hannah,  in  1746. 
The  Philip  Flayderman  collection  (January  1930)  included  a  set  of  six  similar 
chairs  by  Job  Townsend,  that  was  one  of  the  outstanding  items  of  that  important 
sale.  To  our  knowledge  this  is  the  only  other  pair  of  chairs  by  Job  Townsend  to 
appear  at  public  sale  in  New  York.

Note:  So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  discover,  this  small  cabinet  on  a  stand 
is  unique.  Its  date  can  be  established  by  comparing  it  with  numerous  so-called 
trumpet-leg  pieces  illustrated  in  Wallace  Nutting,  Furniture  of  the  Pilgrim  Cen- 
tury. The  cabinet  was  originally  owned  by  Colonel  John  Wainright  (died  1708) 
of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  who  married  Elizabeth  Norton,  daughter  of  William  Norton 
and  Lucy  Downing,  also  of  Ipswich.  The  piece  has  been  owned  by  ten  successive 
generations  of  this  family  as  stated  in  a  genealogical  record,  which  will  be  given 
to  the  purchaser.
